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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 , 2 and 4 in Paper No. 1 1/2/04 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim 2 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 1 1/2/04. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are hard to read (dark areas unclear to read). 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Current office policy regarding 
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method claims disclosed as requiring a computer but not claiming the use of a computer 
is to consider the claimed subject matter as non-statutory for failing to fall within the 
technological arts. Claims must be tied to a technological art. Tying the system to a 
computer would overcome this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the customer data, billing data, product data and 
services" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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8. Claims 1 , 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Gerszberg et al. (US Patent Publication 2002/0033416 A1). 

Gerszberg et al. discloses the claimed method of producing a consolidated bill for 
a customer subscribing to a plurality of services with discounting across converged 
products.
